Over Local Exchanges

petition now exists, and tha surrender 
of the local exchanse field at these 
points £6 the independent telephone 
Interests. It would dispose of all the 
•Bell local exchanges In Northern In- 
diana points where an Independent 
exchange 
also 
exists, 
transferring 


them tothe independent under a sale, 
and would also provide for the opera- 
tion of the Central Union long dis- 
tance lines In connection with the in- 
dependent local exchanges. 


What action Is to be taken by tho 


independent companies remains to be 
seen. It IB certain that no final deci- 
sion will be reached 
In the Fort 


Wayne meeting, for the 
proposition 


has not yet been thoroughly digested 
tiy the representatives of the inde- 
pendent lines. In all probability the

apolis. Beyond all question, however. 
the matter Is the most important that 
has come up in the Indiana'telephone 
•world since the advent of the Incle- 
pendent Interests in this field twelve 
'or thirteen years ago, and Its effects

SKUNK A FARMER'S FRIEND. 


'dorous Animal Found to Be the Mor- 


tal Foe of Grasshoppers. 


Washington, April 19.—Skunks are 
he farmers' friends, acording to the 
oiological survey of the department of 
agriculture, and deserve to be culti- 
vated rather than destroyed. 


The experts of this 
bureau 
have 


'ound that the skunk, shunned and 
avoided as it is, is tho greatest, grass- 
hopper exterminator known. It takes 
rank ahead of the red-headed wood- 
pecker, barnyard fowls and meadow 
arks. In tho past the skunk has been 
an animal regarded as worthy only of 
the price of its pelt or the lard its fat 
would produce. 


Now the biological 
survey insists 


that when a. field is overrun with grass- 
hoppers all that is necessary for the 
farmer to do is to gather together a 
working force of skunks 
and 
turn 


them loose in the infected area. The 
skunk will do the rest. 


While skunks are not animals to he 


handled with impunity, a herd of do- 
mesticated skunks might be kept on 
hand on every farm to use in an emer- 
gency. If the skunk is not immediate- 
ly applied to the grasshopper pest the 
grasshoppers will eat up the field and 
pass on to the next.

Washington, April IS.—By direction 


of President Roosevelt the United 
States geological survey Is to under 
ake the work of classifying all the 
government-owned coal lands. Tw< 
mndred and Dity thousand dollars i 
to be expended on tbis classification 
during tho coming fiscal year begin 
nlng July 1, and it is tho expecuttor 
of the survey to have the classlflca 
:lon for 20,000 square miles ready fo 
presentation to congress during th 
next session. A good deal of red tap 
Is being cut in providing for tbl 
classification work. No one bureau o 
any department, and no one depart- 
ment has at its command money with 
which to pay for tho work, and so it 
has been arranged that there shall bo 
co-operation. The topographical, geo- 
logical and fuel testing divisions of 
the geological survey has each con- 
tributed toward the expense fund, and 
ho forestry division of tho Afiricul- 
ural department has agreed to bear 
150,000 of the total expense. 
This order of tho administration 
nat the government-owned coal lands 
hall bo examined scientifically am! 
lasslflcd is only ono of several steps 
hat have been taken or will be taken 
oward the preservation, as far as pos 
Ible, of tho country's natural re 
sources. Tho whole undertaking is 
one that in near tho president's heart, 
t is receiving more attention from tho 
administration at this time _than the 
so-called "railroad problem." 
An ef- 


'ort. to interest congress in tho sub- 
ject met with small success, and so 
the president, is going ahead with his 
general plans without, any direct au- 
thorization from congress, feeling con- 
fident that he has started a movement 
that must win public favor after it 
has been critically examined. 


Time for Action.

•llowecl the government has been im- 
osed upon, if cot actually defrauded 
ight alocg. AYith the public domain 
pen for entry the western railroads, 
he "captains of industry" in the east,

A comprehensive plan 
or carrying out a general policy em- 
wdylng these lines of activities is be- 
ng formed. A little later the admin- 
stration will be prepared to make the 
letails of the arrangements for car- 
•ying out the policy public. By direc- 
Jon of the president, there is to be co- 
>pcration between the interior depart- 
ment and the department, of agricnl- 
ure. 
The bureau of forestry, with 


Gifford Pinchot at its head, will prob- 
ably become tho active agent of tho 
^resident In putting his plans into ef- 
'ect, but there will bs co-operation 
from the geological survey of the in- 
terior department and from such other 
bureaus aiid departments as may have 
business that is affected by the carry- 
ing forward of the work that is being 
planned. 
It is pointed out that the president. 


is endeavoring to serve future gener- 
ations by initiating this movement for 
tho preservation of tho natural re- 
sources of the conntrj — the natural 
resources of the lands that, arc owned 
by the government. 
It is no new 


thought, with the president. The sub 
ject as a general one has had his at- 
tention ever since ho came into office. 
It is news that he has decided to start 
the reform movement off in a large 
way. 
It is interesting to know, too, 


that before congress meets again he 
will have his policy in full working 
order. In his message to congress 
last December he called attention to' 
the urgent need of legislation affect- 
ing the different phases of the public 
land situation. 
February 13 of this 


year he sent in a special n><>3sage re- 
newing his request for legislation of 
this character. 


Will Require Three Years. 


Congress was not greatly interested, 


and so the executive department acted 
on its own initiative. The coal lands 
were withdrawn from entry, and, as 
the public will recall, 1.7,000.000 acres 
of land was added to the government 
forest reserve on March i, the day 
congress adjourned. 
The next step 


In carrying out the general plans of 
the administration was the appoint- 
ment by the president, soon after the 
adjournment of congress of an inland 
waterways commission whose duty it 
is to make a critical study of the river 
system o£ the United States and re- 
port a comprehensive plan for the im 
provcment. and control of this system. 
The last step taken Is that for a scien- 
tific classification of the government- 
owned coal and lignite lands. 
Inci- 


dentally this classification will show 
to what extent oil can probably be 
found on the government lands. 


It Is estimated that the government 


owns more than 40.000.000 acres of 
land underlaid with coal and lignite 
deposits, as well as large areas of land 
containing oil deposits. If the govern- 
ment can classify 20,000 square miles 
of this land a year it will be able to 
complete the work of classification in 
a little more than three years. With 
the classification once made the gov- 
ernment will know, with reasonable 
certainty, what tho value of Its fuel- 
producing lands is. Heretofore there 
has been only guess work, and as 
result of the looseness of the system

a note addressed by the prisoner to 
her son and containing an invitation 
for yesterday afternoon. Clark, It is 
said, told of his acquaintance with the 
Philadelphian and kept yesterday's 
appointment at the suggestion, of the 
police. 


Benedict Girabel is vice presideni 


and secretary of the firm of Gimbo 
Brothers, one of the largest depart 
ment stores in Philadelphia. He is 
very wealthy and has been r<»garde< 
as one o£ the prominent business men 
in tho city. For years ho has been 
engaged in large financial affairs an 
his reputation has boon one of probit} 
and honesty. Ho lives in a mansion 
at 914 North Broad street with h! 
wife and several children. Since n. 
eelving news of tho arrest, the wife 
has been prostrated and tho family 
has refused to receive reporters. Al- 
though not a "home" man, Benedict 
Glmbel has never been in nny sense 
a man about town. He is a member 
of a few clubs, but rarely spends time 
In them. Until his arrest yesterday 
he had never been connected with 
scandal. 


Mr. Gimbol was one of the leaders 


of the charity ball, a noted Jewish so- 
cial event in Philadelphia.
